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FRANCE AND CHINA, 

The war between France and Chinaisa 
very singularone. Neither country admits 
that it is waging war against the other, and 
yet without any declaration of war both are 
doing their best to inflict damage to life and 
property. The Chinese offensive cperations 
are confined to Tonquin, where General De 
Lisle is endeayoring to drive the Chinese 
forces over the Chinese border. General Ne- 
girer, who was leading another column, re- 
ceived a severe wound in the leg, and has 
been compelled to rest. If the reports that 
come through French sources are to be be- 
lieyed, itis probable thatall Tonquin will 
soon be in the hands of the French soldiers, 

The reports from Admiral Courbet in the 
neighborhood of Kelung are not so conclu- 
Sive of easy. victory. The fleetis battering 
down seaport towns and inflicting a great 
deal of damage, but it has suffered one or two 
reverses, aud every reverse incites the ego- 
tistical Chinese to new efforts. In all the re- 
ports of battles so called there is an astonish- 
ing «difference between the casualties ‘of 
the two forces. They are like the “battles”’ 
between Englishmen and Egyptians in the 
Tel-el-Keber campaign. It is not thought 
strange if |,000 Chinese are killed or wound- 
ed, while one Frenchman falls. Altogether, 
it is a strange war, if war it can be called, 
when neither side admits that it isin that 
line-of business, and when one side furnishes 
all, or nearly all, the casualties. It is a 
trouble at any rate that disturbs the com- 
mercial world, and its end would be wel- 
comed in all civilized countries.

At _ thirty-four he married 
a tobacconist’s daughter and wrote a political 
pamphlet. His creditors sold him out and his wife 
lefthim, making an arrangement to pay him a 
smallincome. Hecame to this country shortly 
before the revolution, accepted a clerkship in a 
Philadelphia bookstore and published his celebra- 
ted ‘Common Sense.’’ He became interested in a 
contract to furnish the American army with salt 
peter. He produced pamphlet after pamphlet, and 
attacked every good man and every good princi- 
ple. After leading a drunken and desolute life he 
died in 1800 at the age of seventy-two. Paine’s 
alleged patriotism was doubtless nothing more 
than the outcome of his intense hatrea of the 
higher classes of the English people. In order to 
gratify this hatred he esponded the cause of the 
American rebels. If the wretch lived in our day 
he would doubtless be a communist or a dyna- 
miter,

Electrical Progress, 

J. B. A., Greenville, 8. C.: Did the reren: elec. 
trical exhibition at Philadelphia bring oyt any 
marked progress in electric motors? 

Yes. The fact was developed that a train run 
by electricity can be kept under complete control, 
the brakes acting instantapeously. At the Phila 
delphia exhibition a car was placed On & triple 
track of a grade of 200 feet to the mile, and the 
speed going up was at first eight miles an hour, 
and aiterwards it was increased to twenty. The 
electric current was produced from an eight-horse 
power dynamo, and was conveyed to the middle 
railofthe track. It was taken up from this bys 
copper brush and passed to the motor, which was 
supplied with a series of eight variations of re 
sistance for regulating the speed. The current 
then passed out through the other rails and back 
to the dynamo, The exhibitor Mr. W. W. Griscom, 
Stated that he could run his cars on two 
rails, and the current generated by the dynamo is 
strong enough to serve cars anywhere within 20 
miles of the central station. The exhibition was 
very successful, the receipts amounting to $100,009 
and the expenses $90,000, The building will re- 
main standing five years, and electic exhibitiong 
will be given annually. :
